AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEYS TO PAY TIIE EXPENSES
OF THE DEFENDANTS IN ERROR INCGCRRED, OR WHICH
MAY BE INCURRED, IN DEFENDING IN THE SUPREME
COURT OF THE UNITED STATES, THE CASE OF THE
WINONA AND S8T. PETER RAILROAD COMPFANY, PLAIN-
TIFFS IN. ERROR, AGAINST JOHN D). BLAKE, ALFRED
D. LEET, AND STEPHEN V. CROUCH, DEFENDANTS IN
ERROR NOW PENDING IN THAT COURT UPON WRIT OF
ERROR TO THE SUPREME COURT OF THIS STATE.

WHEREAS, No substantial pecuniary interests are di-
rectly involved in said suit, but the same has been com-
menced and ,prosecuted through all the courts of this

Preamble. state by the defendants in error therein, solely for the
purpose of testing the constitutionality of chapter twenty-
four, general laws, eighteen hundred and seventy-one,
of this state, entitled < an act to regulate the carrying of
freight and passengers on all railroads of this state,” and,

WaEREAS, All the questinns invelved in said suit di-
rectly affect the interests of this state, and of all its citi-
zens, and a decision of* such questions adversely to the
defendants in error therein would inflict serious detri-
ment to this state, and to all its citizens.

CHAPTER CIV.

AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEY FOR THE PURFOSE OF
VENTILATING THE SENATE CHAMBER AND THE HALL
OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, AND FOR RENT
OF GOVERNOR'S HOUSE.

Be it enacted by the Legislaturs of the Stats of Minnesota:

Seorion 1. That the sum of fifteen hundred dollars,
or so much of it as may be necessary, be and is hereby APRTRIeton
appropriated to be expended by direction of the governou cspitol.
for the purpose of constructing for open [proper] venti-
lating apparatus for the senate chamber and hall of the
house of representatives.

Sec. 2. That the sum of eight hundred dollars is Porrentof gor-
hereby appropriated for rent of governor’s house.

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from Fhen actio tak
and after its passage.
